aiiother. Tiio greater part of them 
were of such an intimate personal na 
tura that Hra. Harrison felt their con- 
tenta ehoold not-bi ghwn to the pnblie. 

One of the first messages to be re- 
ceived was from eic-President Cleve- 
land, who was twice the rival of Gen- 
eral Uarriaon for the presidency, once 
suoceaafal and once defeated. He tel- 
egraphed at follows: "Accept my 
sympathy in an affliction which mH- 
ions share with you." 

Preaident'a Cortdolanet. 
The mettage of oondolence received 
by Mrs. Ilarrlson froitt President and 
Mrs. Mclvinlcy reads as follows: "In 
the death of General Harrison th<' 
country has lost a distinguished states- 
man, a devoted patriot and' an exem- 
plary citlsen. The president of the 
nation mourns with you. You have th^ 
heartfelt sympathy of Mrs. MoKinley 
and myself In this hour of overwheim- 
Ing sorrow in your home." 

Chief Justice Fuller, JusUce Uarlaa 
and Justice McKenna. of the supreme 
curt sent messages expressing sym- 
pathy. All the members of General 
Harrison's cabinet when ho was pres- 
ident sent condolences, namely From 
Charles Foatef* of Olto, #&o Was secre> 
tary of the treasury; John W. Foster, 
ex-secretary of state; ex-Secretary of 
War Senator 8. B. Elkiiis, t x ri« <U( 
tary of the Navy General Benjamin F. 
Traer. ex-Seerbtaty of th« Ip^erior 
John W. Noble and ez-Postmast«r Gen- 
eral John Wanamaker. "rtie latter 
telegraphed that he would be here to 
attend the funeral and It Is expected

Whltelaw Reld, who was the nomi- 
nee for vie.' president In 1892 with 
General Harrison; telegraphed from 
MlUbrae, Cal., as follows: "We are 
profoundly shocked by this sudden and 
terrible 'bflMkir^itfmft nit you and ca- 
lamity of the country. Mrs. Reld Joins 
me in the expression of sincere and 
deep sympathy." 

Governor Nash of Ohio. Mr. Har- 
rison's naUve stete. sent th** follow- 
ing: "You have the love and sym- 
pathy of Ohio in your great affliction. 
Her people esteemed and honored 
President Harrison and sincerely 
moufn with you."

Mary 
Harrison McKee, the general's daugh- 
ter, arrtved at noon Thursday with Mr. 
HcKee, from Saratoga, N. Y. 

The last intelligent words spoken by 
General Harrison were to his wife 
Tuesday afternoon, shortly before he 
lapsed into total unconsciousness. At 
that time Mrs. Harrison aslied him If 
he recognised her, and he replied that 
he did. Af nobtti of tha aama day he 
recognized his aunt, llnu Newcomber. 
feebly greeting her as "Aunty," when 
she came to his bedside.

M. It is intended that members of the 
Harrison cabinet who attend shall be 
among tbe honorary pallbearers. 

At the request of Mrs. Harrison 
there will be no military display Sun- 
day. The remains of tbe former pre«- 
Ident will ba iBtarred in the family lot 
in Crown Hill cemetery, where Mrs. 
Harrison, the first wife of the deceas- 
ed is buried. It Is acknowledge to be 
one of tbe most baavtlfttl apota In the 
cemetery. Around the base of a knoll 
a shaded driveway winds through the 
city of the (lead. The Harrison monu- 
ment faces east not over 50 feet from 
the driveway. Near the m<wument 
stands a natural forest tree. The Har- 
rison monument Is solid and massive, 
but N nfiitious. It is simply a rec- 
tangular piece of granite, mounted on 
a carved base and seemingly snpport- 
ed by short thick pillars. The word 
"Harrison" Is In relief af the base. 
Military Honors. 

Governor Durbln sent telegrams to 
the governors of every state and terri- 
tory in the nation, informing them 
that the body of General Harrison will 
lie in state in the Indiana capitol Sat- 
urday, that the military display of the 
state will be made that day and that 
the funeral Sunday will be of a private 
nature. Acting on an order of the gov- 
ernor, Adjutant General Goro issued 
an order calling out tbe entire state 
mHltla, oMialstlng of 32 companies and 
three batteries of artillery. The com- 
panies will arrive Friday night and 
Saturday morning and will remain 
here until Saturday evening. The 
militia will form, under the command 
of Brigadier General McKee, In Wash- 
ington street In front of the capitol at 
10 o'clock Saturday morning and will 
move to the Harrison home. Promptly 
at 11 o'cloc k the body will be taken 
from the home a&d placed In tbe funer- 
al ear to be taken to tHa atata house.

Qrief at Washington. 

Washington, March 14. — The na- 
tional capital is in mourning for ex- 
President Harrison. Flags' are at half 
mast, not only upon all the public 
buildings but upon the hotels, stores 
and many of the private residences. 
The act of 1893 Inhibits the draptng of 
public buildings in black, as was the 
custom formerly after the death of an 
ex-presldent President McKlnley di- 
rected that thtf' Mors of th« etc^ive 
mansion be closed to visitors and de- 
nied himself to callers except those 
who had linsint'ss of urgent import- 
ance. The president will attend the 
funeral accompanied by Glecretary Cor- 
telyou. Mrs. McKlnley will probably 
go as far as 'Canton where the presi- 
dent may stop over one day. Presi- 
dent McKlnley issued a proclamation 
formally notifying the people of the 
death of their former chief magistrate 
and directing observance of a period 
of mourning for 30 days. In pursuance 
of this proclamation tbe flags on every 
public building in the United States, 
at every army post in th^ United 
States Cuba, ^orto BlOO, Hawaii and 
the PhlllppineSk and on every Ameri- 
can warahlp In whatever quarter of 
the globe will fly at half mast 80 days. 

Cleveland Will Not Attend.

Tnidlag Operations of Natives Stopped.

Manilla, March 14.— The native 
trading operations in tlie Vlaayan 
Islands have been effectually broken 
up. Colonel Fred R. Payne, command- 
ing the United States gunboat Pam- 
panga. pursuant' to instructions, has 
seized and destroyed 300 vessels of 
various sizes, mostly native craft, con- 
structed to assist the Filipinos, but 
among those which have come to grief 
are a number of coasting vessels be 
longing to leading Manilla Arms. 

Lieutenant Payne captured a quant- 
ity of supplies and war material ship- 
ped by the native governor of the 
island of Leyte to the Filipino com- 
manders on the lalands of Samar and 
Cebu. Pirates who occasionally 
raided the opposite shore of Negros 
Island, have been suppressed and their 
boats all burned.

Is a 
rumor on Wall street. It is also said 
there Is seriously contemplated a com 
bination of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company, the Sloss-Sheflleld Iron 
company and the Republic Iron and 
Steel company, whose combined eapi- 

tal Is over $10n. 000. Olio. I'lcsi.ient 

Baxter of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company has, however, denied that his 
company will go into any such 
combination.

That would be enconr- 
aging him in his work of defrauding tbe 
State, and by uciiuiescint; in the fraud we 
would be making ourselves /larlic/is criin- 
inin. The man who baa $10,000, f25,000, 
$50,000 or $100,000 and falla, or ref uaea, to 
list it or any part of it for taxation, to 
uae plain word* aimply robi bia gOTom* 
ment of what is ita joat doea. Tbe State 
protects him in the enjoyment of his 
property, and he owea it to hia goTeru* 
ment aa a patriotic dnty to bear hia fair 
andjnat prorata of the public burdens. 

Tbe tax-ahirlcer is not only recreant to 
bis duty to bis Sute, bat when he fails 
to pay his taxes he shifts the burden of 
government from bia own shoulders upon 
hia neighbor, \Nbo in many instances is 
far less able to bear them. The poor 
man who owns a little home and whose 
'all is in sight is thus forced to bear not 
only his jost proportion of the burdens 
of goremment, bnt is weighted down by 
tbe load shifted upon him by hia wealthy 
tax>snirliing neighbor. Who is better able 
to pay taxea than the man of wealth 
Who have greater inleretits to be pro- 
tected by the State than the rich '.' 

How are these tax shirlMia to be 
reHi'hed iinlesa some one is employed to 

bunt tbeui out '.' 

Do they deserve any special considera- 
tion? Have they not forfeited the re- 
spect due a good and patriotic citizen? 
When a crime is committed detectives 
are engaged to ran down tbe criminal. 
The tax itqaisitor is sim]dy a detective, 
employed lu ferret out the dass who 
year after year rob thebute of its just 
does. And in every State a penalty 
is added to tbe taxes out of wbi> ii tbe 
government has been dtfrauded as a 
punishment for the tax shirkers. The 
tax-inquisitor is no new olluial in Ken- 
tucky. The Auditor long ago waa au- 
thorised to appoint agents in eaeb eonnty 
to hunt up property that lia I been over- 
looked or concaled from ilie Assessor, 
and see that it was placed on tbe tax do* 
plicflfp. The Public Ledfjer, however, 
wou'd ia\ e its readertt believe that these 
agents were never thought of until tbe 
present Democratic administration came 
into power at Frankfort. And in tbiH 
the Leif^er man is simply puniuing bia 
time-worn policy of trying to mislead the 
people. 

The only argument (if it could be tblia 
ilesignated^ad vanced against tbese^spiee" 
as tbe Ledger woald designate them is 

that they may not prove bonept, and may 
sutler themselves to be "bouxht uti " by 
the tax-sbirkers.

OritlHhPap r«N>sOne Word KorTTnole

London. March 14. — The Globe con- 
tinues to bfwali till- iKi veleBsnesB of 
tbe British foreign otBce In regard to 
the Auaalaa activity in Manchuria and
